Paris.—Catholics have a duty to 
respect established power; they have 
not the right to involve the Church in 
political intrigues. Such is the double 
affirmation of Cardinal Dubois, Arch- 
bishop of Paris, in a very important 
letter addressed to the paper, Le 
Temps. His Eminence’s letter has 
caused a great stir. This important 
political journal, commenting on the 
letter of Cardinal Gasparri (which 
proclaimed the permanence of the in- 
structions of Leo XIII) and urging all 
French Catholics to rally to the Re- 
public, expressed the fear that this 
step of the Vatican Secretary of State 
might be interpreted as interference 
in the coming election. 

Cardinal Dubois points out that the 
Church never meddles with elections 
but that in preaching submission to 
authority she remains within her natu- 
ral and legitimate role. His letter, in 
part, follows: 

“Leo XIII merely called attention to 
the traditional doctrine of the Church, 
that which was defined by Christ when 
he said: ‘Render. to Caesar the things 
that are Caesar’s’; and by St. Paul, 
when, during the reign of the Emperor 
Nero, he preached to Christians obe- 
dience to the civil powers.
